Help calm traffic; 
do more walking 


A public meeting to get more neigh- 
borhoods involved in creating local 
community paths will be held Thurs- 
day, March 19, at 7:30 p.m. in the Activ- 
ities Room of the Memorial Hall 
Library. 

An informal committee has been 
working to make Andover more pedes- 
trian and_bicycle friendly by designing 
a network of connector paths where 
children and adults can safely and effi- 
ciently walk or ride between neighbor- 
hoods or to playgrounds, shops, and 
public transportation. 

A spin-off study of ways to calm traf- 
fic in residential areas also promises to 
make neighborhoods safer and more 
pleasant. 

To date, 23 community paths have 
been approved by the town manager. 
Seventeen of those are presently usable 
and marked by the happy pedestrian 
community paths logo. More potential 
paths could be identified by local resi- 
dents. “The committee hopes every 
neighborhood in Andover will be repre- 
sented at this meeting to discuss where 
and how community paths would 
improve our daily lives,” says Margaret 
Pustell, chair of the Community Paths 
Committee.

You 
may not register to vote or change your 
party designation on your census form.

Map a thing of the past 

Someone seems to have a real taste for the 
charm of Old Andover. Perhaps they are look- 
ing for old rights of way from 160 years ago. 

How else to explain the disappearance from 
town offices of a map that outlined 1830s 
Andover? 

Although the town is not calling the old 
Andover map stolen, the framed map has been 
missing from the town offices’ wall opposite the 
community services department for several 
weeks. 

Town employees have noticed the map miss- 
ing, but no one seems to know what happened 
to it. About the only information available is 
that some employees think it was of 1830s 
Andover. 

“We don’t know (where it is),” says Rose 
Vandewalle, switchboard operator. “Somebody 
walked off with it we think, but we're not sure.” 
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Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says he did not ask for the map to be 
removed and does not know where it is. 
Library and historical society employ- 
ees also say they have no idea what 
happened to the map. 

Stapczynski says he’s never heard of 
someone stealing something from the 
walls of town offices but says, “I sup- 
pose it’s not impossible.” 

But if the map has been stolen, his- 
torical society director Barbara 
Thibault says the town need not worry. 
If the map was an 1830s map, it “wasn’t 
rare” and was probably a reproduc- 
tion. The society sells such reproduc- 
tions and the town could easily get a 
replacement map for its wall.

Selling old trinkets for a buck or two 
at yard sales this summer could earn 
some people fines of up to $300. 

That’s what could happen if resi- 
dents at Town Meeting approve a war- 
rant article calling for some controls 
over the frequency and operation of 
yard sales. 

The article says people cannot have: 

* a yard sale without a permit from 
the inspector of buildings; 

* a yard sale for more than two days 
in a row; 


* more than two yard sales in one cal- 
endar year; or 

* more than one yard sale in any 
three-month period. 

“Any violation of this bylaw shall be 
punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$300,” says the article. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says the purpose of the by-law change is 
to prevent people from “running a busi- 
ness” from their homes by having yard 
sales every few weeks. 

The average person who hopes to 
make a few bucks with one-time yard 
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Too many yard sales could tag some, put others in the red 


sale to clean out their garage would not 
face a hefty fine, he says. But those who 
repeatedly hold yard sales without per- 
mits might. 

“The intent of this is not to prohibit 
people from having yard sales,” says 
Stapcezynski. “The intention is to pro- 
hibit someone from running a business, 

“We've gotten complaints, some ver- 
bal and some in writing, complaining 
about yard sales, the number of them, 
the cars they attract and that sort of 
thing,” he says. “We find some people 
(holding yard sales) were being unrea- 


sonable.” 

Sheila Willard, a Lowell Street resi- 
dent who says she has yard sales every 
year or two, says a bylaw change is fine 
with her. She knows some people hold 
frequent sales in their yards instead of 
renting out a regular space at local flea 
markets like they should, she says. 

“I can understand why the town 
wants to do that,” says Willard. 

“I don’t know how people are going 
to react to it, but it doesn’t bother me,” 
she says. “To my way of thinking (town 


officials) are being reasonable.”

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More debate needed 


on middle school 


Editor, Townsman: 

As residents of West Andover, we are 
amazed that the Cross Street middle 
school proposal has progressed to the 
point where most residents believe that 
it is a “done deal” with little or no 
parental and homeowner support. 

The April, 1996 Town Meeting allocat- 
ed $200,000 to conduct a space needs 
study for the town’s elementary and mid- 
dle schools. While the studies were 
intended to assess population trends and 
options, they, in fact, resulted in a School 
Committee “decision” to proceed with: 

1. A town-wide grades 5-8 middle 
school system; 

2. The construction of a new set of 
buildings rather than the expansion of 
existing town buildings; and 

3. The location of the new school on a 
stretch of wilderness at the intersection 
of Cross Street and High Plain Road. 

Never mind the fact that the enroll- 
ment studies have ignored the impact of 
a proposed charter school at the Francis- 
can Center and the impact on existing 
schools of a massive redistribution of 
students between schools. 

Never mind that no studies have been 
conducted to assess the project’s envi- 
ronmental impact, traffic-flow problems 
and safety issues (students and traffic on 
a high-speed stretch of High Plain Road 
with no sidewalks). 

Finally, never mind that no assess- 
ment has been made to determine the 
hidden cost of maintenance and infra- 
structure (sewers, road widening, side- 
walks, etc.). 

Believe it or not, there has not been 
any calculation to date of the impact on 
taxpayers of the total project. 

As parents of three school-aged chil- 
dren, we are obviously very sensitive to 
the quality of their education. We relo- 
cated to Andover largely because of the 
quality of the school system. However, 
we have serious reservations concerning 
our 10-year-old child traveling to school 
with eighth-graders aged 13 and 14. 
There is some evidence from other 
school systems around the country that 
the 5-8 middle-school approach _ has 
resulted in increased local vandalism 
and anxiety among the younger stu- 
dents. 

As taxpayers and parents, we have the 
right to see these issues resolved or at 
least considered and debated in an open 
and constructive manner. Specifically 
we should refrain from making any deci- 
sion until the full impact is disclosed to 
the community. We see momentum 
building for a project that has little to no 
local support without any recourse to the 
town residents other than to vote no 
when the elections are held. 

This is a shame since the original idea 
was to address the concerns of over- 
crowding and its impact on the quality of 
our children’s education. Let’s avoid 
another construction boondoggle.

Those who do not study history are 
condemned to repeat it, thus some histor- 
ical perspective is in order. 

Until very recently, the Boy Scouts of 
America had no rule excluding homosex- 
uals as members or leaders. It was June 6, 
1991, that the BSA decided that “Homo- 
sexual conduct is inconsistent with the 
requirement in the Scout oath that a 
Scout be morally straight, and in the 
Scout law that a Scout be clean in word 
and deed.” 

They confuse morality and cleanliness 
with sexual orientation. An ignorant 
thing to do, but taking this broad stroke 
at all homosexuais is damaging as hell to 
young homosexuals. These are the chil- 
dren of our neighbors, friends, and fami- 
lies. 'This is as local as any issue can be. 

Until relatively recently, women were 
denied the right to vote. Experts contend- 
ed that they were incapable of making big 
decisions like men were. Given that most 
political leaders are men, we may now 
howl with laughter at that presumption, 
but millions of girls and woman were 
given the message that they were some- 
how deficient or less than men. This was 
not a local issue, or was it? To Susan B. 
Anthony, this national issue was very 
local, and she stood up for what was right. 


Others had the courage to join her even 
while most men dug their heels in with 
their misguided ideas. 

Until relatively recently, being left- 
handed was known to be the result of the 
devil’s work. Left-handed kids were told 
of their satanic ways and forced to pre- 
tend they were right-handed. We may 
laugh at this now, but ask any of your 
readers who suffered this stupidity how 
it felt to have the world tell them that they 
were inherently evil for just being who 
they were. 

Until relatively recently, African 
Americans were prevented from voting, 
from sitting at a lunch counter, or from 
riding at the front of a bus. Fortunately, 
people like Rosa Parks had the courage to 
elevate this seemingly national issue into 
a local one. What resulted was revolu- 
tionary. 

Six year later, President Kennedy who 
was at best a reluctant supporter of civil 
rights, addressed the nation and said, 
“The rights of any man are diminished 
when the rights of one man are threat- 
ened,” that “Every American should 
have the right to be treated as he would 
want to be treated, and as he would want 
his children to be treated,” and, “Who 
among us would be content with the poli- 
cy of delay?” when it comes to civil rights. 

JFK was reminding us that as free 
dom-loving Americans, our ideals are a 
sham if we do not apply them locally. 

Some well-intentioned people think 
homosexuals are more likely to be 
pedophiles, and therefore young people 
should be kept away from them. In reali- 
ty, the opposite is true. Pedophilia, which 
is a mental illness, is more likely to occur 
in a heterosexual. 

Many will scoff at gay rights as a civil- 
rights issue. Many think of homosexuali- 
ty as a disease, or a choice. This is as 
untrue as the idea that women can’t 
make good decisions, that African Amer- 
icans can’t be brave, or that left-handed- 
ness is the devil’s work. If you have any 
doubts, ask a social worker, psychologist, 
physician or expert on sexual issues. Bet- 
ter yet, read original sources, dig through 
the research literature, and you will find 
that sexual orientation is not a choice or 
a moral issue. 

The Scouts are wrong on this, and they 
need to set things right. Until they do, it is 
my sacred duty as a patriotic American 
and as a former Scout to help them in any 
way I can. For me, to blithely aver that 
this is not a local problem because I hap- 
pen to be a white, male, Anglo-Saxon het- 
erosexual is as morally defensible as tol- 
erating racism, sexism, or anti-Semitism. 
After all, these are really all our children. 

Fifty percent of teen suicides are 
among homosexuals because they grow 
up hearing messages that they are evil for 
who they are and hated for it. 

One day, hopefully not too far from 
now, we will look back at our absurd 
notions on the “moral” issue in sexual 
orientation with incredulity and shame. 
People who decided to look the other way, 
who said this was not a “local” issue, one 
that didn’t affect them and therefore one 
for which courage and American ideals

State Department of Public 
Health workers have been 
“mapping” about 220 breast- 
cancer cases reported in 
Andover from 1987 to 1994. 

These workers hope to use 
this information to identify 
clusters and determine poten-

tial environmental or other 
triggers that may be con- 
tributing to them, says 
Andover Health Director 
Everett Penney. 

“They may be able to draw 
some conclusions as to where 
to go next,” says Penney. 

The study of Andover was 
called for after Andover 
showed an abnormally high 
number of breast cancer cases 
from 1987 to 1994, when offi- 
cials began keeping track of 


specific types of cancer cases. 

Penney has been meeting 
and talking with state public 
health officials about the 
research every week since the 
study began, he says. 

“They are pretty close to 
completion (of the mapping),” 
says Penney. 

Penney says he expects to 
meet with the Department of 
Public Health and release the 
information to the public 
within one or two weeks.

Four years ago I 
Started paying attention to the School Commit- 
tee, even though their decisions have been 
impacting my children all along. 

I think, for the most part, people put their 
faith in their elected officials and don’t really pay 
close attention.

More students 
really are excellent 


Editor, Townsman: 

An invitation was made to your readership to 
ponder the question, “Are we babying our stu- 
dents?” (Townsman, Feb. 26). The front-page 
photograph of a pacifier-wielding, cap-and- 
gowned high school graduate aptly divulged 
your underlying opinion to the above inquiry. I 
would like to offer an answer; however, I cannot 
provide photographs of students with their 
hands raised, poised to elaborate a good ques- 
tion. Nor can I provide verbatim text of some of 
the profound insights students have offered in 
classroom settings in order to reinforce the opin- 
ion about to unfold here. Your staff and the 
greater Townsman readership will have to navi- 


gate through this with an open mind and a mea- 
sure of faith. 

The past three decades in education are wit- 
ness to the pervasive use of the “bell-shaped” 
curve in the measure of students. According to 
that curve, there are a few academically excel- 
lent students at the top, followed by a slightly 
larger group of good students. Then comes the 
widest spread of average performers in the mid- 
dle, and trailing behind in decreasing numbers 
are the poor and failing students. 

Such a schematic for assessing students fits 
with the statistics tabulated on page 29 of the 
Townsman, whereby only a small percent of 
Andover students typically attained high honors 
and a somewhat larger percent achieved honors 
during the ’80s and ’90s. The majority of students 
then were not included among those cited with 
the honor and high honor distinctions. 

Across our country, reform measures are 
weaving changes into the fabric of our educa- 
tional systems. One of the sources of this impe- 
tus comes from breakthrough research in the 
field of cognitive psychology. Aristotle’s idea 
that students are a “tabula rasa” (blank slate) 
has been discarded as an erroneous and 
demeaning slant on the workings of the human 
mind. 

Today’s teachers are increasingly aware that 
our students’ past experiences, conceptual 
frameworks, cognitive faculties, attitudes and 
beliefs are all powerful forces that orient and 
endow students to face the academic challenges 
of learning, thinking, interpreting, analyzing 
and expressing themselves. This understanding 
is serving to leverage better student perfor- 
mances across subject disciplines and individ- 
ual learning styles. 

Today’s teachers are beginning to rethink 
intelligence as being a trait as malleable as the 
muscles of the body. What weightlifting does to 
the body, so reading, thinking, writing, speak- 
ing, learning and experiencing do to the brain, 
the mind, the intelligence. By exercising the 
brain, we fortify and create new neural path- 
ways that are a key determinant of the magni- 
tude of our intelligence. Intelligence can be a 
matter of choice, willpower and hard work. 

What is being witnessed as we exit the ’90s is 
that we are breaking the confining shackles of 
the elitist, biased, unnatural, and limiting “‘bell- 
shaped” distribution of student excellence. 
Instead, we are opening up the concepts of acad- 
emic excellence, multiple and developable intel- 
ligences and personal growth to everyone. 

As our esteemed colleague, Dolores Dunning, 
says, “Can't is a four-letter word. It’s not spoken 
by my students, ever.” 

I’m pleased to see more of our students find- 
ing the paths to excellence and being recognized 
for it. These increases in honor roll inductees 
can be a testament to the creative collaboration 
that is being cultivated among professional 
teachers, students and the greater Andover 
community. 

And for those that still think Andover stu- 
dents are babied, take the time to review how 
our students consistently perform and compare 
to other communities in state and national 
assessment programs. Any questions?

“It’s up to Town Meeting, but if people agree, then 
that one will push ahead. But the space needs are 
obvious. You only need to walk into the schools,” he 
says.

Can the town afford 
to build a senior cen- 
ter, middle school 
and safety center? 
How? 

“I think it can be 
done. I think the safety 
center is the most likely 
to be done because it’s a 
municipal building,” § 
says Becker. “A middle 
school is a necessity as is 
a senior center. I think 
it’s going to depend on 
community support.” 

Becker says the pro- 
jects can not all be done 
in the same year and she’ 
would build both a safe- , 
ty center and a middle ““""™" 
school during the next 
five years. 

“You're taking about education and yourre talk- 
ing about safety,” she says. “The senior center is an 
active issue, but I don’t know if you had to put them 
in a list (if that would be on top).” 

Although she ranks education and safety projects 
as a higher priority than a senior center, if elected, 
Becker says she would not want her first term to end 
without a senior or community center being under- 
Way. 

She clearly favors a community center, but she 
says she would support a senior center. 

“I would support either one, but I guess I don’t 
understand why we can’t have a multi-use facility,” 
she says. “I can’t understand why they can’t share, 
because a lot of people would be able to use (a com- 
munity center), not just youth.” 


Where would this leave a youth center? 

“T’ve made the comment on a number of occasions 
that a youth center is more of a concept than a facili- 
ty,” says Hess, who believes the town should focus 
more on creating youth activities for now. 

Because it already has parking and near-by play- 
ing fields, Hess supports the idea of the youth using 
the current senior center space once the seniors 
move into a new senior center, assuming the youth 
want the space. 

“But I’m not prepared to build a youth center. I’m 
more interested in youth programs at this point,” he 
says. 

Hess has asked the town manager to increase the 
youth services staff, he says. 


Where would this leave a youth center? 

“That’s why I would really prefer to see a commu- 
nity center,” says Becker. “I don’t know if we've all 
continued to work together as much as we could.” 

Becker says there is not enough room downtown 
for both a senior center and a youth center, yet both 
seniors and youth want their center in the down-

five-day week instead of the “four-and- 
two” weekly schedule most of the 
department works. Johnson has been 
using his accum days since he 
announced his retirement, because 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski said 
he would not pay Johnson for them as 
part of his leave package. Stapczynski 
also says the accum agreement between 
Mahoney and Johnson was not in writ- 
ing and was “more of a practice.” 

But the retiring chief’s contract does 
obligate the town to pay Johnson for 
unused vacation, sick and personal 
days. 

Stapczynski says a situation like 
Johnson’s will never happen again 
because things have changed since he 
became town manager. 

Under the new policy, without per- 
mission from the town manager, 
employees can only “carry over” two 
weeks in addition to their regular, 
annual vacation days. 

Town Accountant Rodney Smith 
says there are other long-time employ- 
ees who are still out of compliance with 
this policy, although they are “drawing 
down” the excess each year. But he says 
none of them have accumulated vaca- 
tion days “even close” to those of John- 
son. 

Indeed, when Johnson leaves on St. 
Patrick’s Day, he’ll take with him a lot 
of the town’s green. 

Johnson’s terminal leave package is 
made up of a few basic factors. He will 
be paid $71,410 for unused vacation 
days; $48,422 for 120 sick days, the max- 
imum for which he can be paid a full 
day’s salary; and about $800 for two per- 
sonal days. Town accountant Rod 
Smith says Stapezynski and Johnson 
agreed to another $25,000 to handle the 
rest of Johnson’s sick days and “other 
negotiated issues.” 

Johnson was given 16 or 17 accum 
days per year, 15 sick days per year, and 
up to 25 vacation days (five weeks) per 
year during his last seven years as 
chief. 

Stapczynski says he doesn’t believe

Vacation days 

Johnson is being paid the 
$71,410 for 177 vacation days he 
has not used. That works out to 
more than $403 for each vacation 
day. Assuming he works an 
eight-hour day, that’s more than 
$50 per hour. 

But Johnson did not acquire 
all of these vacation days while 
on his current salary. In fact he 
had earned 64 vacation days 
before he even became chief in 
1980. 

According to town records, 
Johnson put in for only a half- 
day of vacation his first year as 
chief in 1980, and in six of his 
first seven years used less than 
half of the four weeks vacation 
he was given. 

By 1990, when Stapczynski 
became town manager, Johnson 
had nearly tripled his claimed 
vacation balance to 186.5 unused 
days. 

Between 1990 and 1995 Johnson has 
been using more than his entire four or 


While Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski says the leave package 
given to retiring Police Chief James 
Johnson is an unusual one, the town 
also expects a number of other long- 
time officials to retire this year. Each 
of these retirees will be entitled to 
receive money for vacation and sick 
days that they have not used. 

In fact, the town is asking for a new 
account to be created at Town Meeting 
and filled with $400,000 to cover retire- 
ment or “terminal-leave” packages.

Johnson will also receive another 
five vacation days for being on the pay- 
roll from Jan. 1 to March 17, 1998. 


Improving image 

Perhaps in part because Johnson 
was using significant vacation days 
during the past several years, there was 
a perception among a number of 
Andover police officers that his office 
was often vacant. Some question how 
he could have so many unused vacation 
days. 

While few officers would speak for 
the record about the issue, Acting 
Chief Richard Enos says, “I’m sure that 
doubt and perception was there,” but 
also adds, “speculation is the worst 
thing that can happen,” because the 
time can be accounted for with work 
outside of the office. 

He says that during his time as act- 
ing chief he has seen that the chief can 
spend entire days out of the office work- 
ing on the budget at town hall or attend- 
ing seminars. 

But to help avoid any perception that 
the chief's position gets special treat- 
ment, Enos is recording his hours the 
same way he did at his permanent rank 
of lieutenant. 

“When people are out, it’s put into an 
overtime book and that’s the bible, so to 
speak, about what time’s being used 
and who’s out,” says Enos. “Right now 
every name (including his) is going in 
there.” 

Stapczynski says he’s aware of the 
image within the department and plans 
to talk with whomever he names as the 
next chief about ways to make officers 
know that the new chief is indeed on 
the job. 

“That’s very much a concern of mine 
and will be part of the discussions with 
the new chief,” says Stapczynski. “Jim 
had a lot of time to use and he used a lot 
of time and I wanted him to use it.”

West Andover residents and 
CUBA members questioned traffic

Carlson, a former Lexington res- 
ident, says he watched that town 
build new schools and then close 
them when the need passed, but 
taxes never went down. 

He’s concerned that when the 
peak population moves through 
the Andover system the three 58 
middle schools would later be oper- 
ating “inefficiently” at “70 percent 
capacity,” which is just enough to 
prevent closing a school and saving 
money. 

After the meeting, School Com- 
mittee member Eric Nadworny 
said while 70 percent capacity may 
seem inefficient to business people, 
it translates into lower class sizes 
— an educational benefit the town 
has sought for years.

Despite a new proposal to tighten up emis- 
sion standards for all incinerators in the 
State, the Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection was slammed this week by local envi- 
ronmentalists for what they termed lax over- 
sight and regulation enforcement. : 

A week after the DEP released a plan to cut 
mercury emissions from incinerators 


Statewide by 85 percent and dioxin and furan 
emissions by more than half, local activists 
reported the DEP was so lax in enforcing 
standards that, “Merrimack Valley residents 
have therefore lost faith in the DEP,” particu- 
larly the Northeast Regional Office, based in 
Woburn, which oversees the five Merrimack 
Valley incinerators in North Andover, Haver- 
hill, Lawrence and Lowell.

If the plant is unsafe and the state won't pay 
for the changes, then the state should just 
close the plant, argues Finegold. 

“If they pay for it, the thing shouldn’t be a 
risk to the environment or to the people in this 
region,” he says. 

Finegold questions why state environmen- 
tal officials haven’t done anything about the 
problem before now. - 

“Everyone appreciates good air, but where 
have they been the past 10 years?” he asks, 
“Why weren't they doing this five or 10 years 
ago or when (the trash-to-energy plant) was 
originally built?” 

A court case will begin March 30 that could 
decide what percentage of a retrofit NESWC 
towns like Andover will pay, says Finegold. 
NESWC is arguing it should

The environmentalists’ 
report, compiled by local envi- 
ronmental groups including 
CARE, Concerned Andover Resi- 
dents for the Environment, 
accused the DEP of maintaining 
an “improper relationship” with 
plant operators and failing to 
enforce regulations on plants 
that showed a pattern of illegal 
operation, says attorney Charlie 
Lord of ACE, Alternatives for 
Community and Environment 
based in Boston. 

William Gaughan, director of 
the Northeast Regional Office of 
the DEP says the accusations 
were unfounded. 

“I think we have always 
worked hard to regulate these 
incinerators. We just don’t agree 
at all with the allegations, or tone 
of the report,” Gaughan says. 

While the details of the new 
State regulations have yet to be 
set, in its current form, seven of 
the state’s nine incinerators 
including the NESWC plant in 
North Andover, would need new 
equipment or a “retrofit” says 
DEP spokesman Rick Lombardi. 

The new regulations would 
apply beginning in the year 2000, 
and extensions could be made 
available to plants early in the 
year, Lombardi says, but how the 
regulations would be enforced 
has yet to be determined. 


The NESWC plant, operated 
by Massachusetts Refusetech Inc. 
(MRI) has been slated for a retro- 
fit since the Clean Air Act of 1990, 
and is expected to be retrofitted 
by 2000, says plant manager 
James McIver. 

“The equipment proposed will 
probably be able to meet the (new 
DEP) proposed guidelines,” he 
Says, and if it costs more than the 
$42 million they planned to spend 
on the first retrofit plan, it would 
probably be on more anti-pollu- 
tant chemicals rather than equip- 
ment. 

“I don’t think we’re talking 
about significant capital cost,” he 
says. 

Just whose $42 million will be 
spent on the retrofit remains to 
be seen (see related story). 

While the DEP called its pro- 
posed regulations “the nations 
toughest incinerator emissions 
standards, providing a level of 
protection substantially greater 
than that offered by federal stan- 
dards,” McIver says their retrofit 
plan was already designed to sur- 
pass federal standards, and he 
expects no major adjustments 
would be required. 

A hearing on the state’s new 
regulations is scheduled for 5:30 
p.m. Wednesday, April 8 at 
Haverhill City Hall, 4 Summer 
St., Haverhill.

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Student bloc backs this block

Four Andover High School 
Students decided to take matters 
into their own hands when a 
schedule with little support 
from students and teachers was 
set for the next school year. 

Sophomore Sean Guillet 
began circulating a petition of 
support for keeping this year’s 
“semesterized” block schedule 
in place next year. By sending 
his clipboard around the cafete- 
ria during lunch periods, he col- 
lected more than 1,000 signa- 
tures. 

The list of names includes 23 
teachers, Guillet says. Many 
teachers told him they support- 
ed his efforts but declined to sign 
it because they had already 
signed another petition, he says. 

The Townsman last week 
printed a letter to the editor 
signed by 70 AHS teachers who 
agree with the majority of stu- 
dents that the semesterized 
Schedule should stay in place 
next year. 

That schedule has four 892- 
minute classes each day for half 
the year, and another four the 
next half of the year. The previ- 
ous year, the schedule was 
seven 45-minute classes that ran 
all year. 

AHS Principal Ellen Parker 
recently announced the decision 
to change this years’ semester- 
ized block schedule to an alter- 
nating-day (A/B) block sched- 
ule, keeping most class lengths 
at 82 minutes, but 
instead of taking four 
classes each semester, 
students would take two 
sets of three or four 
classes every other day. 

Fellow sophomores 
Erik Green, Scott 
Waldie and Alex Hauck 
also want this year’s 
schedule to stay in 
place, partially because 
they are tired of con- 
stant scheduling 
changes. 

They say by the time 
they graduate, they 
might have had the 
Same schedule’ two 
years in a row, if they’re 
lucky. 

Green, a_ regular 
honor roll students, 
Says he expects the 
amount of homework 
Students get would dou- 
ble in the A/B schedule. 

“The A/B will be 
harder, and the honor 
roll will go down. If stu- 
dents learned anything 

this year, they liked (the 
semesterized sched- 
ule),” Green says. 

Guillet, who hopes to 
focus on math and sci- 
ences, says he would 
take Algebra II one 
semester and Geometry 
the next if the schedule 
Was semesterized next 


year, but in the A/B 
he could only take 
Algebra II and III 
next year because he 
would be studying 
them both all year on 
alternating days. 

Hauck says he’s 
concerned that the 
problem with miss- 
ing classes in the 
semesterized sched- 
ule would be worse in 
an A/B schedule. If a 
student missed a 
Class that only meets 
every other day, he or 
she could go three 
days without that 
class. 

“We won’t have 
time to catch up,” 
Hauck says, who also 
expects _ balancing 
projects due on alter- 
nating days will be 
difficult. 

When Guillet took 
his petition to the top, 
he says that Parker, who did not 
return numerous phone calls for 
this story, listened to his con- 
cerns about the schedule and 
defended her choice, but told 
him he might want to “sit on it 
for a while,” Guillet says, but 
also told him he could do what 
he liked with the petition. 

Guillet also submitted a copy 
of the petition to the School 
Committee at its meeting Tues- 
day night.

Delete paragraph: 


“1.3 Miscellaneous removal of soil incidental to improvements: Removal of miscellaneous amounts of 
Soil not covered under the provisions of Section VI, Subsection E, Paragraph 1.1 or 1.2 above is 
permitted, provided that the removal is concomitant with the improvement of the property from which 
the removal takes place and provided that the removal is in accord with the expressed intent and 
purpose of the provisions of this bylaw. Removal of aggregate quantities of less than fifty (50) cubic 
yards from any one (1) general site requires no formal permit. Where removal of soil in quantities in 
excess of fifty (50) cubic yards but less than five hundred (500) cubic yards is desired, application 
must be made to the Building Inspector for a miscellaneous soil removal permit. If appropriate, the 
Building Inspector with the concurrence of the Town Engineer, may issue the permit. The permit if 
issued, shall indicate the approximate quantity of soil to be removed, the purpose of removal and 
the location of the site of removal. The permit shall also specify that upon completion of excavation, 
exposed subsoil shall be graded and covered with loam to a minimum depth of six (6) inches and 
that failure to do so shall be deemed a violation of the bylaw. Where special circumstances exist 
which indicate the removal of soil in excess of five hundred (500) cubic yards but for which a gen- 
eral permit under Section VI, Subsection E, Paragraph 1.1, above, is not appropriate, a permit for a 
larger amount, up to two thousand (2000) cubic yards, may be issued, provided that it additionally 
has the approval and bears the signature of the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen or his desig- 
nated representative. Except where the removal under the Section VI; Subsection E, Paragraph1.3, 
is done in connection with the formation or enlargement of a pond, excavation shall not be permit- 
ted below the mean grade of the street or road serving the property. Where the excavation is in the 
immediate vicinity of the street and in any case shall not be such as to change the direction of flow 
of a watercourse or to cause surface water to gather as in a sump or swale. Pits for burying large 
rocks, stumps or other large objects shall immediately be back filled for safety reasons.” 

Replace by: 

1.3 Regrading, importing, or exporting, of earth materials incident to construction or improvements on 
individual lots in single residence zones: Regrading or importing of less than three hundred (300) 
cubic yards or exporting of less than fifty (50) cubic yards of earth materials on any lot during any 
three (3) year period is permitted. Where volumes in excess of these limits is desired, application 
must be made to the Building Inspector for an earth moving permit. All regrading shall be in confor- 
mity with the slope requirements set forth in Section V.B.12 of this By-law and shall be limited to less 
than one thousand (1000) cubic yards on lot areas less than one (1) acre and one thousand (1000) 
cubic yards per acre of lot area on lots greater than one (1) acre. Importing or exporting shall be lim- 
ited to eight hundred (800) cubic yards per acre of lot area up to a maximum of eight thousand 
(8,000) cubic yards for any single lot. The application shal! contain the information required under 
Section 1.2d above. All calculations pertaining to the quantity of earth materials involved shall be pre- 
pared and certified by a Registered Professional Engineer. Before granting a permit the Building 
Inspector shall require that the Proposed plan makes the best feasible use of existing topography 
and shall impose and set forth in the permit such other restrictions and conditions as deemed rea- 
sonable and in the public interest, including but not limited to the conditions set forth in Section 
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VI.E.1.1¢ above. Earth movement in excess of the limits specified in this paragraph shall be permit- 
ted only if specifically required by the Board of Health for the construction of sewage disposal sys- 
tems and a report from the Board of Health certifying the same shall be submitted to the Planning 
Board and/or the Building Inspector. 


Delete paragraph: 
“1.4 Miscellaneous regrading: The Board of Selectmen may grant a special permit for the regrading of 
earth material not covered under the provisions of Section VI, Subsection E, Paragraph 1.2 above. 


A special permit shall not be required for regrading of less than three hundred (300) cubic yards on 
any lot.”

(1) Delete Section VI.D. (Cluster development) in its entirety and replace with the following: 


“VI.D. Open Space Residential Development: 


> 


1. Purpose: The purpose of this section is to encourage the preservation of open land for its 
scenic beauty and to enhance open Space and recreational use; to protect the natural envi- 
ronment; to protect the value of real property; to promote more sensitive siting of buildings 
and better overall site planning; to preserve the natural landscape and environment of the 
Town; to provide critical connections to protected open space areas and neighborhoods; to 
facilitate the construction and maintenance of Streets, utilities and public services in a more 
economic and efficient manner; and to promote alternative modes of transportation and cre- 
ate a greater sense of community. 


2. Applicability: The Planning Board may grant a special permit for the construction and occu- 
pancy of an open space residential development on a tract of land in the Single Residence 


B, Single Residence C and Limited Service District subject to the provisions of this Section 
of the bylaw. 


3. Design Requirements: 


a. Lot size: No lot within an open space residential development shall be less than 2/3 of 
the required lot size for the Zoning district in which the development is located. 


b. Density: The total number of lots allowed shall be equivalent to the number of lots into 


which the parcel could be divided under normally applicable zoning and subdivision reg- 
ulations. 


c. Lot frontage: The minimum frontage of any lot shall not be less than one hundred (100) 
feet measured at the street line. Only lots fronting on a subdivision street in an open 


space residential development may have reduced lot area or frontage as allowed in this 
section. 


d. Lot width: No lot may be less than one hundred (100) feet in width between side lot lines 
as measured along lines which are at ninety (90) degree angles to the side lot lines. 


e. Open space: A minimum of 30% of the land area within the open space residential devel- 
opment shall be common open space as defined in subsection VI.D.5 below. 


f. Yard depth: In consideration of a special permit for an open space residential develop- 
ment under Section V1.D.2. of this bylaw, the Planning Board may approve a reduction in 
the minimum side yard depth to 20 feet. 


g. Documentation: All lots to be developed under the provisions of this section shall be 
shown on a recorded plan stating that this section applies. A notation shall be placed on 
the plan indicating that no additional building lots are to be created through future land 
division of such developed lots. 


4. Application requirements: 

a. At the time of submission of a preliminary or definitive open space residential subdivision 
plan the applicant shall submit a sketch plan of a conventional subdivision layout (non- 
open space residential development) at a scale of one inch equals 40 feet or one inch 
equals 100 feet. The sketch plan shall at a minimum contain the information required for 
a preliminary subdivision plan. b. The plans shall be accompanied by a written stateme:.+ 
of the reason or reasons why the Board should give favorable attention to an application 
for an open space residential development. 


5. Open space: 
a. All land not designated for roads, lots for dwellings or other development within the devel- 
opment shall be held for common open space. Common open space shall be preserved 
for recreation or conservation use and shall comprise not less than 30% of the land with- 
in the open space residential development. Such open land shall either be conveyed to 
the Town of Andover and accepted by it for recreation or Open space use or be conveyed 
to a nonprofit organization, the principal purpose of which is the conservation of open 
Space, or be conveyed to a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of 
lots or residential units within the plan, articles of corporation or trust to be legally drawn 
up and available for review by Planning Board prior to final approval of the plan. If such 
a corporation or trust is utilized, ownership thereof shall pass with conveyances of the 
lots or residential units. In any case where such land is not conveyed to the town, a 
restriction enforceable by the Town of Andover shall be recorded providing that such land 
shall be kept in an open or natural state and not be built upon or developed for acces- 
sory uses such as parking or roadway. All such open space shall be restricted by deed 
from all future building. 

b. The Board may require the provision or reservation of pedestrian/bicycle access ways of 
Suitable width and in locations suitable for pedestrian/bicycle movement of different types 
connecting open space areas within the open space residential development or to other 
adjacent open spaces and neighborhoods. 

c. Before final approval of the special permit by the Planning Board, the developer shall 
State which of the three conveyance options in subsection a above is being proposed, 
and such disposition, if approved by the Board, shall be recorded as a restriction on the 
development plan. 

d. Prior to issuance of a Clearance Certificate for the development of any lot shown on an 
open space residential development plan the required open space area shall be con- 
veyed to the approved recipient, however, prior to such conveyance all taxes for the open 
space area shall have been paid through the full tax-year of such conveyance, and all 
property bounds for the open space area shall have been installed. 

e. Areas deemed by the Board to be inappropriate for the uses of recreation, protection of 
significant natural features or buffering due to size, shape or location, may not be includ- 
ed in the minimum required open space area. 

6. Decision: The Planning Board may approve a special permit for an open space residentia! 
development in accordance with the provisions of Section VIII.C. of the Zoning By-Law, and 
upon a finding that such open space residential development fulfills the objectives set forth 
in subsection 1. of this by-law. In its consideration of a special permit for an open space res- 
idential development plan the Board shall give particular attention to, and may use as a 
basis for its decision, the following criteria: 

a. The arrangement of lots, streets and buildings as they may promote the harmonious inte- 
gration of the proposed development with existing surrounding properties; 

b. Originality in the overall layout and design to achieve the best possible relationship 
between the proposed development and the land; 

c. Usability of open spaces for active or passive recreation, determined by size, shape, 

topography, location, and proximity to nearby recreation or conservation areas; 
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d. Inclusion within open spaces of irreplaceable natural features such as streams, mature 
trees or clusters of trees, rock outcrops, eskers, bluffs, slopes and historic or archaeo- 
logical features; 

e. Accessibility of open spaces to the handicapped, elderly and children; 

f. Suitability of open spaces for scenic values and improvement or preservation of views.” 

(2) Amend Section V., first paragraph by replacing the words “Cluster development” with the words 
“Open space residential development’. 


(3) Amend Section V.A. by deleting the last sentence after **** and replacing with the following: 


“The minimum yard depth requirement for an open space residential development under Section

“N. Wireless Communications Facility or other similar communications use: The Board of Appeals may 
issue a special permit for a wireless communications facility or other similar communications use as 
defined in Section 11.25. of the Zoning By-Law in districts where allowed by Section IV.B.50; excluding 
aity Office, storage, or repair use unless otherwise allowed by the regulations of the district. For purpos- 
es of this by-law, wireless communications facilities do not include the following accessory uses or struc- 
tures: antennae or dishes used solely for residential household television and radio reception; antennae 
or cishes used for commercial or public purposes which are not visible from any neighboring property or 
Public way, or dishes used for those purposes measuring 39 inches or smaller in diameter; nor amateur 
radio facilities actively used in accordance with the terms of any amateur radio service license issued by 
the Federal Communications Commission (FCC), provided that the tower is not used or licensed for any 
commercial use. Amateur radio facilities shall be subject to the requirements of Section VI.N.10. of this 
by-law. All other wireless communications facilities or other similar communications uses shall be sub- 
ject to the following standards and conditions: j 


1. Setback and Height: Towers, antenna, antenna Support structures and other vertical elements of wire- 
less communications facilities located in a residential district or upon a property abutting a residential use 
Shall be set back from the nearest residential lot line a distance at least equal to one and one-half times 
their height. In all districts, the height of wireless communications towers shall not exceed 125 feet above 
the ground. In all districts the height of a ground-mounted dish antenna shall not exceed 18 feet mea- 
sured from the mean finished grade of the base. In non-residential districts, the Permit Granting Author- 
ity may allow a lesser setback or greater height if such modification provides adequate safety, promotes 
co-location or improves design, and will not Significantly impact the character and appearance of the 
ngahborhood. In making a request for a lesser setback, the manufacturer or qualified licensed design- 
er shall certify that the tower is designed to collapse upon itself in the event of failure. The Permit Grant- 
ing Authority may also allow lesser setbacks necessary to allow for the use of an existing structure. 


2. Design provisions for such facilities shall include, but are not limited to: 
a. No new wireless communication facility tower shall be used which involves a lattice con- 
struction, requires three (3) or more legs and/or requires guy wire supports. 


b. No tower or other facility shall contain any Signs or other devices for the purpose of adver- 
tisement. 


c. The visible portions of support facilities and structures such as vaults, equipment buildings 
or enclosures and utilities shall be constructed out of and/or furnished with non-reflective 
materials. 


d. All towers, antenna, antenna support structures and similar facilities shall be of neutral col- 
ors that are harmonious with, and blend with, the natural features, buildings and structures 
in the surroundings; provided, however, that such facilities located on the exterior of a build- 
ing shall be of colors that match and/or blend with those of the building. 


e. All building-mounted facilities shall be designed and located so as to appear to be an inte- 
gral part of the existing architecture of the building. 


f. All electronic and other related equipment and appurtenances necessary for the operation 
of any wireless communication facility shall, whenever possible, be located within a lawfully 
pre- existing structure or completely below grade. When a new structure is required to house 
such equipment, the siting, design and materials of said structure shall be harmonious with, 
and blend with, the natural features, buildings and structures in the surroundings. 


g. All satellite dishes shall be of mesh construction, unless technical evidence is submitted 
demonstrating that this requirement is infeasible. Microwave dishes are exempted from this 
provision. 


h. All wireless communications facilities shall be protected against unauthorized climbing or 
other access by the public. 


i. Whenever feasible, design and siting of towers shall avoid the need for application of Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration (FAA) lighting and painting requirements. Except as required by 
the FAA, towers shall not be artificially lighted. ° 


j. The application shall include eight (8) view lines shown in a one (1) mile radius from the site, 
beginning at true north and continuing clock-wise at forty-five degree intervals. Said view 
lines shail, to the extent feasible, be taken from existing vantage points commonly used by 
the public, such as public ways, buildings or facilities. The submittal shall include unaltered 
photographs taken from eye level (5 feet above grade) which show the existing condition of 
these view lines, as well as accurate scale perspective elevation drawings, computer-altered 
photographs or other accurate representations showing said view lines with the facility in 


k. A landscape plan shall be submitted with the application identifying all existing vegetation 
and indicating which vegetation is to be retained on the site, and showing all proposed new 
vegetation and other landscape treatments. 


|. The application shall include a site plan prepared by a registered land surveyor or registered 
professional engineer showing the dimensions of the lot or site: the location of the proposed 
facility with distances to property lines; existing and/or proposed buildings on or adjacent to 
the lot or site; existing utility lines, and such other information as the Board may require to 
properly review the application. 


3. Co-Location. 


a. All new wireless communication facilities shall be co-located, to the maximum extent prac- 
ticable and technologically feasible, with one or more existing wireless communications 
facilities, towers, buildings or other structures whose height, locations and characteristics 
meet the needs of the proposed facility. 


b. All new wireless communication towers or support structures shall be designed, to the max- 
imum extent practicable and technologically feasible, for co-location of antennas and other 
necessary facilities for at least three other wireless communications providers, shall offer 
space to all other providers at market rates, and shall provide for towers that can be extenc- 
ed upward. Any Special Permit granted for a new facility under this section may be condi- 
tioned upon the written agreement of the facility operator to allow the co-location of other 
wireless communication providers on commercially reasonable terms. 


c. Any applicant proposing not to co-locate their facility or proposing to locate their facility in a 
residential district shall provide written evidence and documentation demonstrating why it is 
not feasible for their facility to be co-located with existing facilities or sited in other, non- res- 
idential districts. 


4. Frequencies. All telecommunications facilities shall be operated only at Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) designated frequencies, power levels and standards, including FCC Radio Fre- 
quency Emissions standards. The applicant shall provided certification demonstrating that the maximum 
allowable frequencies, power levels and standards will not be exceeded. Certifications shall include tech- 
nical specifications, a written explanation of those specifications, and, if necessary, field verification. The 
Permit Granting Authority may condition any Special Permit granted under this section upon a periodic 
submittal of certification of compliance with said standards. 


5. Repair and Upkeep. All wireless communications facilities shall be maintained in good order and 
repair. Paint finishes shall be maintained and repaired when blemishes are visible from the property line. 
The applicant shall provide an inspection schedule, and shall file copies of inspections with the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings. 


6. License and Permits. The operator of every wireless communications facility shall submit to the 
Inspector of Buildings copies of all licenses and permits required by other agencies and governments 
with jurisdiction over the design, construction, location and operation of said facility, and shall maintain 
such licenses and permits and provide evidence of renewal or extension thereof when granted. 


7. Removal. All structures associated with a wireless communications use shall be removed within one 
(1) year of the cessation of said use. If applicable, an annual certification demonstrating continued com- 
pliance with the standards of the Federal Communications Commission, Federal Aviation Administration 
and the American National Standards Institute, including provisions for required maintenance, shall be 
filed with the Inspector of Buildings by the permit holder. 


8. Prior to the issuance of a building permit for a wireless communications use, the applicant shall post 
and submit a bond or other financial surety acceptable to the Town in an amount sufficient to cover the 
cost of demolishing and/or removing the facility in the event the Inspector of Buildings condemns the 
property or deems it to have been abandoned or vacant for more than one year. Said amount shall be 
certified by an engineer, architect or other qualified professional registered to practice in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. In the event the posted amount does not cover the cost of demolition and/or 
removal, the Town may place a lien upon the property covering the difference in cost. 


9. Modifications. The Permit Granting Authority may modify any provision of these standards if it can be 
demonstrated that it is technically infeasible to meet said standards or conditions, or that their effect is 
to prohibit the proposed use throughout the town, or if such modification will promote use of existing 
buildings or structures, co-location of wireless communications uses, improved safety or design, or oth- 
erwise promote the purposes of this by-law. 


10. Amateur Radio Facilities: The Board of Appeals may issue a special permit for an amateur radio facil- 
ity (tower or antenna) subject to the following requirements: 


a. The application shall include a site plan showing the dimensions of the lot upon which the 
amateur tower is to be erected; the location of the tower base, and a notation as to the 
height of the tower; distances to property lines; the location of any anchor guys; and such 
other reasonable information as the Board may require to properly review the application. 
The applicant shall submit information giving the specifications for the tower materials and 
details for footing and guying. 


b. The height of an amateur radio tower, inclusive of its appurtenant devices, shall not exceed 
one hundred (100) feet, and no dish antenna may be mounted on an amateur radio tower. 


c. For purposes of public safety an amateur radio tower may not be erected nearer to any 
property line than a distance equal to the vertical height of the tower inclusive of any appur- 
tenant devices measured from the base of the tower. 


d. A ground mounted amateur radio tower shall be located in the rear yard only. A tower or 
antenna affixed to a residential structure shall be located on the side or rear of such struc- 
ture. 


6. In order to provide for visual buffering the Board may require fencing or vegetative screen- 
ing at the base of an amateur radio tower. 


f. For purposes of safety the Board may require a fence or locked gate surrounding the base 
of an amateur radio tower of height determined by the Board to be sufficient to restrict unau- 
thorized access. 

g. No portion of an amateur radio tower shall be utilized as a sign or have signage attached to 

it. 


h. An amateur radio tower shall be dismantled by the applicant if: 


(1) The use of the tower and its devices is discontinued for a period of two (2) years; or

If it 
issues a permit, the Commission shall impose conditions which it deems necessary or desirable to pro- 
tect those values, and all work shall be done in accordance with those conditions. 
> The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements of this 
bylaw; for failure to submit necessary information and plans requested by the Commission; for failure to 
meet the design specifications, performance standards, and other requirements in regulations of the 
Commission; for failure to avoid or prevent unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon the val- 
ues protected by this bylaw; and where no conditions are adequate to protect those values. Due con- 
sideration shall be given to any demonstrated hardship on the applicant by reason of denial, as pre- 
sented at the public hearing. 


Lands within 200 feet of rivers, and lands within 100 feet of other resource areas, are pre- 
sumed important to the protection of these resources because activities undertaken in close proximity to 
resource areas have a high likelihood of adverse impact upon the wetland or watercourse, either imme- 
diately, as a consequence of construction, or over time, as a consequence of daily operation or existence 
of those activities. In addition, such areas are often vital to the preservation of species that depend on 
wetlands for food or reproduction. The Commission may therefore require that the applicant maintain a 
continuous strip of continuous, undisturbed vegetative cover within the 200-foot [or 100-foot] area, 
unless the applicant demonstrates that the area or part of it may be disturbed without harm to the val- 
ues protected by this bylaw. 


In reviewing proposed activity in areas within 200 feet of rivers, no permit issued hereunder 

.. Shall permit any activities unless the applicant, in addition to meeting the otherwise applicable require- 

ments of this bylaw, has proved by a preponderance of the evidence that (1) there is no practicable alter- 

native to the proposed project with less adverse effects, and that (2) such activities, taking into account 

+ proposed mitigation measures, will have no significant impact on the values protected by this bylaw. The 

Commission shall regard as practicable an alternative which is reasonably available and capable of 

being done after taking into consideration the proposed use of the property, the overall project purpose 

(e.g., residential, institutional, commercial, or industrial purpose), logistics, existing technology, and 
costs. 


To prevent wetlands loss, the Commission shall require applicants to avoid wetlands alteration 
wherever feasible, to minimize wetlands alteration, and where alteration is unavoidable, to incorporate 
mitigation measures into the project design. 


A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the above, the 
Commission in its discretion may issue a permit of unlimited duration for recurring or continuous main- 
-tenance work, provided that annual notification of time and location of work is given to the Commission. 
Any permit may be renewed once for one or more additional one year periods, provided that a request 
for a renewal is received in writing by the Commission prior to expiration. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit or determination issued under 
this bylaw after notice to the holder of the permit or determination, notice to the public, abutters, and town 
boards, pursuant to Section 5 and 6, and a public hearing. The Commission in an appropriate case may 
combine the permit or determination issued under this bylaw with the Order of Conditions or Determina- 
tion of Applicability issued under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, § 40, and Regulations, 310 
CMR 10.00. 


No work proposed in any permit application shall be undertaken until the permit issued by the 

« Commission with respect to such work has been recorded in the Registry of Deeds or, if the land affect- 

ed is registered land, in the registry section of the land court for the district wherein the land lies, and 
until the holder of the permit certifies in writing to the Commission that the permit has been recorded. 


Section 9: Coordination with Other Boards 


Any person filing a permit application or request for determination of applicability shall give 
notice thereof by certified mail or hand delivery to the Planning Board, the Board of Health and Board of 
Selectmen. If a permit is required from the Board of Appeals, the applicant shall also furnish a copy to 
that Board. 


The Commission shall, to the extent practicable, coordinate with any other Board reviewing 


the project, and having similar authority to recover its consulting fees from the applicant, in an effort to 
avoid duplication of consulting services. 


Section 10: Security 


As part of a permit issued under this bylaw, the Commission may require, in addition to any 
security required by any other town or state board, commission, agency or officer, that the performance 
* and observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be secured wholly or in part by one or more of the 


methods described below: 


(a) by a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities, sufficient in the opinion of 
the Conservation Commission to secure performance of the conditions and observance of 
the safeguards of such permit, to be released upon the issuance of a certificate of compli- 
ance for work performed pursuant to the permit; or 


(b) by a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant enforceable in a court of law, 
executed and duly recorded by the owner of record, running with the land to the benefit of 
the Commission whereby the permit conditions shall be performed and observed before 
any lot may be conveyed other than by mortgage deed. 


Section 11: Regulations 


The Commission shall promulgate after due notice and public hearing Rules and Regulations 
to effectuate the purposes of this bylaw. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and regu- 
lations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a court of law shall not act to invalidate or suspend the 
effect of this bylaw. 


Section 12: Enforcement 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, or otherwise alter resource areas 
protected by this bylaw, or cause, suffer, or allow such activity to continue or allow such fill or other alter- 
ation to be left in place, without the required authorization pursuant to this bylaw. 


The Commission, its agents, officers, and employees shall have authority, with prior approval 
from the property owner or pursuant to court process, to enter upon privately owned land for the purpose 
of performing their duties under this bylaw and may make or cause to be made such examinations, sur- 
veys, or sampling as the Commission deems necessary. 


The Commission shall have authority to enforce this bylaw, its regulations, and permits issued 
thereunder by violation notices, administrative orders, and civil and criminal court actions. Any person 
who violates provisions of this bylaw may be ordered to restore the property to’its original condition and 
take other action deemed necessary to remedy such violations. 


Upon request of the Commission, the Town Manager and Town Counsel, with the approval of 
the Board of Selectmen, may take legal action for enforcement under civil law. Upon request of the Com- 
mission, the chief of police may take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. Municipal boards 
and officers, including any police officer or other officer having police powers, shall have authority to 
assist the Commission in enforcement. 


Any person who violates any provision of this bylaw, or regulations, permits, or adminisirative 
orders issued thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $300. Each day or portion there- 
of during which a violation continues, or unauthorized fill or other alteration remains in place, shall con- 
Stitute a separate offense, and each provision of the bylaw, regulations, permit, or administrative order 
violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


As an alternative to criminal prosecution in a specific case, the Commission may issue cita- 
tions under the non-criminal disposition procedure set forth in G. L. c. 40 § 21D. 


Section 14: Relation to Wetlands Protection Act 


This bylaw is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and the 
Home Rule statutes, independent of the of the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c. 131, § 40, and regula- 
tions, 310 CMR 10.00, thereunder. 


Section 15: Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this bylaw shall not invalidate any other section or 
provision thereof, nor shall in invalidate any Order of Conditions which has previously become final. 


Section 16: Effective Date 

This bylaw shall take effect as provided in General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 32, and shall 
apply to any activity described herein which occurs after its effective date, except that this bylaw shall 
not apply to any activity described in a Notice of Intent filed with the Conservation Commission under the 
Wetlands Protection Act on or before the date of its adoption by Town Meeting vote, provided that such 
activity is subsequently approved in a final Order of Conditions or Determination of Applicability issued 
under the said Act. 


Section 17: Definitions , 
The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this bylaw. 
Abutter - the owner of any land within 100 feet of the property line of the land where the activ- 
ity is proposed, as determined by the most recent assessors’ records, including any land located direct- 
ly across a street, way, river, stream, or pond. ’ 


Alter - to change the conditions of any area subject to protection by this bylaw and shall include 
but not be limited to one or more of the following actions upon areas described in this bylaw: 


(a) the removal, excavation or dredging of soil, sand, gravel or aggregate material of any kind; 


(b) the changing of pre-existing drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, salinity dis- 
tribution, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns and flood storage retention areas; 


(c) the drainage, disturbance or lowering of the water level or water table: 


(d) the dumping, discharging or filling with any material which could degrade the water quali- 


(e) the driving of piling, erection of buildings or structures of any kind; 
(f) the placing of any object or obstruction whether or not it interferes with the flow of water; 
(g) the destruction of plant life, including the Cutting of trees; 


(h) the changing of water temperature, biochemical oxygen demand and other natural char- 
acteristics of the receiving water; 


(i) any activities, changes or work which pollutes any body of water or groundwater; 


(j) the application of pesticides or herbicides.

Public water supply - any source or volume of surface or ground water demonstrated to be in 
public use or approved for water Supply pursuant to G.L. c. 111, § 160 by the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection Division of Water Supply, or demonstrated to have a potential for public use, in addi- 
tion to all surface and ground water in zones of contribution. Activities subject to the Commission's juris- 
diction under this Bylaw shall not have a significant effect on the quality of a public water supply. 


Wildlife habitat - an area that provides breeding and nesting habitat, shelter, food and water to 
animal species. Includes areas identified as containing rare, threatened or endangered species as list- 
ed by the Massachusetts Natural Heritage Program. Structures and activities in any resource area shall 
not have a significant adverse effect on wildlife habitat. 


Except as otherwise provided in this bylaw or in regulations of the Commission, the definitions 
of terms in this bylaw shall be as set forth in the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c.

The intent of this bylaw is to establish a system which fairly and impartially regulates retail 
transactions of a pawnbroker or a second-hand dealer for the purpose of: 


a) Identifying stolen property unintentionally received by the regulated parties; and 
b) Detention of regulated parties intentionally transacting business in stolen property. 


ll. Definitions 


econd-Han ler - shall mean any person, firm, partnership or corporation whose business is the 
retail buying, selling, buy-back, exchanging, dealing in or dealing with second-hand articles including but 
not limited to jewelry, watches, diamonds or other precious stones or gems, gold silver, platinum or other 
precious metals, musical instruments and equipment, cameras, furs, small collectible antiques, home 
and auto stereo equipment, compact discs, cassette tapes, televisions, VCR's, tools, computers and 
computer equipment, firearms, auto accessories, sporting equipment and collectibles. Mail order trans- 
actions or retail stores that exchange or provide cash or credit for returned articles shall not be included 
within these definitions. 


Pawnbroker - shall mean any person, firm, partnership or corporation engaged in the business of lend- 
ing money secured by taking possession of jewelry, wearing apparel, household goods or other person- 
al property, with the right to sell the personal property if it is not redeemed. A Person firm, partnership or 
corporation shall be deemed to be a pawnbroker whether the transaction takes the form of a loan by the 
pawnbroker secured by the property or a sale to the pawnbroker with the rights to repurchase within a 
Stated period of time. 


ustomer - shall mean any person who Sells, exchanges or otherwise transfer a second-hand article to 
a second-hand dealer; or any person who receives a loan from a pawnbroker secured by personal prop- 
erty or sells personal property to a pawnbroker with a right to repurchase within a stated period of time. 


Minor - shall mean any person under the age of eighteen (18) years of age. 


Ill. Licensing Procedure 

A. No person, firm, partnership or corporation shall operate, conduct or engage in business as 
a second-hand dealer/pawnbroker unless such person, firm, partnership or corporation shall first obtain 
a license from the Board of Selectmen or their designee, i.e. Chief of Police. 


B. Applications for new licenses and renewal licenses for a second-hand dealer/pawnbroker 
shall be made in writing to the Town Clerk on forms provided for this purposes by the Town of Andover. 
Each application will be reviewed by the Chief of Police or his designee and approved by the Board of 
Selectmen. Each issued license and applicable licensing requirement shall be issued on a location spe- 
cific basis. No such license shall be issued to any person, form or corporation who has in the last ten 
years been convicted of receiving stolen property or who has repeatedly violated ordinances, bylaws or 
Statutes of this state or any other state or territory related to the business license in this State or any state 
or territory. Refusal of a license shall be based on just cause. 


C. Upon approval, a license shall be issued and continue in force until May 1st next following 
unless sooner revoked. Each license fee and renewal fee shall be $50.00. Said license may not be 
assigned or transferred and will be clearly and prominently displayed. 


D. A second-hand dealer may apply for a waiver of the licensing requirements hereunder. The 
Board of Selectmen or their designee, i.e. Chief of Police, may grant such waiver if it is determined that 
the applicant is in a business which (a) receives its stock-in-trade from charitable donations; or (b) is a 
business the nature of which is not Susceptible to the purchase and resale of stolen property. 


Applications for waivers shall be made in writing to the Police Department on forms provided 
for this purpose by the Town of Andover and shall be renewed on a yearly basis on such terms and con- 
ditions as the Town shall mandate. 


IV. Purchasing from Minors 


A. No second-hand dealer/pawnbroker, nor any person employed by the second-hand deal- 
er/pawnbroker, shall directly or indirectly purchase any aforementioned article from anyone under 18 
years of age, knowing or having reason to believe him or her to be such except when said minor is 
accompanied by a parent or legal guardian who shall sign the transaction record in person before said 
dealer. 


V. Records, Inspections, Re-Sale, Changes, Alterations 


A. Every second-hand dealer/pawnbroker, upon the acquisition of any aforementioned article, 
shall prepare transaction records upon forms approved by the Town of Andover Stating the full name, ID 
number, date of birth, telephone number and address of the Seller, date of the transaction and full, legi- 
ble, accurate and detailed description (to include make, model and serial number) of each article. Deal- 
er shall attach a photocopy of the identification to the form along with the seller’s signature. A photocopy 
of the article, if required by the nature or the size of the item, will also be attached to the form. These 
forms shall be delivered to the commanding officer of the Detective Division of the Andover Police 
Department every business day before the hour of 10:00 A.M. 


The commanding officer of the Detective Division will designate an officer of his command who 
will review each police report received listing lost/stolen property and also ensure that a report is 
received from all junk, precious and/or old metals and second-hand articles, shopkeepers/dealers for the 
purpose of identifying any article that is like or similar to one which has been reported lost or stolen. 
Should this situation occur, a “stop order” shall be issued by the Chief of Police or his designee, to the 
shopkeeper/dealer prohibiting the resale of the Particular article(s) until it can be determined whether the 
particular piece(s) is in fact that which has been reported lost/stolen. If it is determined that the particu- 
lar article is not reported lost/stolen, the “stop order” shall be lifted forthwith. 


B. Jewelry, watches, diamonds or other precious stones or gems, gold, silver, platinum or other 
precious metals or items by virtue of their size shall be photocopies by use of a document copier. 


C. Positive identification in the form of a government photo ID shall be required of the seller 
and the type of identification used shall be photocopied. This shall not apply with a transaction between 
second-hand dealers/pawnbrokers as herein defined. : 


D. Said dealer shall retain copies of purchase records.in his possession which, together with 


any article listed therein, may be inspected at any time by any duly authorized Andover police officer dur- 
ing regular business hours while making all reasonable efforts not to disrupt the normal course of busi- 
ness. 
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All transaction records shall be kept by said second-hand dealers/pawnbrokers for a minimum 
of seven years.

VI. Removal of Articles by Police Officers 


_A. If the Andover Police Department determines that an article is needed for evidence in a 
Criminal investigation, the Police Department shall seize that evidence pursuant to applicable criminal 
procedures. The second-hand dealer/pawnbroker shall be issued a receipt for the article. 


B. The Andover Police Department shall keep seized articles under the court’s direction as 
long as necessary to permit the article to be used as evidence. At the conclusion of all court proceed- 
ings or closure of the police investigation, the Police Department shall notify the original owner, the sec- 
ond-hand dealer/pawnbroker and any person who may have a lawful interest that the property will be 
released in thirty (30) calender days to the original owner if no other claim is placed on the property. 


Vil. Penalties 
A. Any violation of this chapter shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding $200.00 per day. 


B. The Chief of Police may suspend or revoke said license for just cause. Said action will be 
Stayed if an appeal is filed. 


C. Any suspension or license revocation by the Chief of Police may be appealed by the 
licensee to the Board of Selectmen. That appeal must be made within ten ( 10) business days from the 
date of action by the Chief of Police.”
